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PaxT.1.2 ' A Suruey of the Apoſtaſy 
Heretikes of all ages, growne(by long yſage ) 
worne, & thred bare, I could not but wonder 
at your Proie&t , how you could perſwade 
your ſelfe, that with a few, filly, and ill com- 
pacted leaues , a wickednes, of all others the 
greateſt and fowleſt ,could ſo eafily be ſhrow- 
ded .

E RESIES areinnumber divers, deui- 
ded by nations, but much more by man- 
ners, rites, and errours amongſt themſeſues : 
Tet all are fiſters (laith $ Auguitin)b: rae of the 
ſelf fame mother t ride .To which purpoſe ſaith 
S. Gregory, Pride is the ſeat of Herctickes , for 
Were they nct firſt pufſed vp in their one conceips - 
thry would ncucr fall into ſirife of peruerſe opini- 
0%:.T his alſo, Aztony,was the beginning of al 
your mifchicfe long agoe : through a certaine 
ſecret Pride you coueted to ſhew your ſelfe 
wiſe, and zealous, for the yniqn of all Chur- 
ches aboue all other Catholikes, vnder which 
rerenſed zeale, you now at laſt leaue the 
Church . Which pride of yours you diſcouer 
| in your 9. page 1n theſe words : / cuer cheriſhed 
in me ( lay you ) from my firſt entrance mio holy 
orders, « kind of innated deſwe, 1 had to ſee the = 
wion of all the Churches of Chriſt . I could neacr 
brookethis ſcp wation of the Weſt from the Eaſt, in 
mat ers of faith , nor of the South from the Nor+ 
therne parts.

For it were impoflible that a Chriſtian 

ſhould be an Heretike ; did he ſtill ſubmit 

himſelfe , and-inthrall 'his 'vhhderſtanding to 

God, aud'giue him leave, by the voyce of ' his 

Church, to-overſway their wits which are 

blind, raſhe, erroneous; not only when they 

wander without dinine Scriptures , through 
the works of Nature, but the alſo when wards 
in the boundes of ſacred Writ, they diſcourſe 
according to their ownefenſe & arbitrement . 
Hitherto, before you openly fled from vs, were 
you fallen (' 4y#91y, ) __ in that caſe . 
you did not ſo much tend towards Apoſtaſy , | 
bat rather were you arrived at your journeyes 

end . You cannot abide Subie&tion of vnder- 

ſtanding ire: the obedience "of Faith 3/euery 

where you impugne it, and at laſt conclude :

neſſes & authours vnto whoſe 1udgment the 
Roma Church would haue her childen ſubmit

And on the qther fide,if they 
ſee the dorines of the Church, to be cleerlie 
contained in Scripture , they cannot diſſent 
from them, vnles they belieuc either that God 
canlie , orthatthe Scriptures of Chriſtians be 
notthe word of God , Andif they belecue ei- 
ſe theraf theſe two things, they be not properly 
. Heretiks., For if they beleeue that God can lie, 
they are not. Heretikes but Atheiſts :if they | 
belecue::

ſtian Scriptures be not his word ; they be not 
Heretikes, but Infidells;leing they wholy deny 
Scriptures , and , as Tertulhan laith , There can

that there can be no Heretike which doth not 
refuſe ſome part of Canonicall Scriptures .

Iurifdidtion, there fit as Tudge of corrouerſhies, 
and pronounce finall ſentence vpon them ; ic 
canot be, but Biſhops will very often encoun- 

; ter, 
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ter,and be beaten one againſt another by mu. 
tual diſcord ;nor can I imagine what other* 
| deuiſecan be thoughtof, or feigned ſo fit to 
trouble the quiet of Churches. There # (asS . 
Cyprian faich ) but one Biſhopricke, whereof apart 
is wholy poſſeſſed by euery one, yetſo 15 the Bi- 
ſhopricke one, as the body of man 1s one, 
which hath an Head that commandeth the 
reſt of the members. In this manner the one 
Biſhopricke of the world hath one Sea , ſu- 
preme aboue the reſt, which the ſame 8. Cy- 1,z, ep. 4, 
Prian tearmeth, the principall Sea, from which 
Prieſtly unity and concord floweth, to which perfi- 
diouſnes can hane no acceſſe . The authority of 
this Sea ſpread and diffuſed over thereſt, is / 
that Glew of concord, which 10yneth them all 
togeather in peace and charity . This Sea hath 
care to prouide for the neceflityes of the vni- 
uerſall Church, and to ſend as Legats other 
Biſhops, whoſe Churches be well provided , 
to giue ſuccour to others that are in need . By 
this Sea were Oſius, Athanaſius, Enſcbius Brſhop 
of Vercells , Lucifer of Calaris, and others ſent, 
whome you name and affirme ( but as'your 
manner is without any proofe) that they put 
themſclues into the bufines of viſitation of 
Churches ypon their owne head, and autho- 
rity. . |
